1 . Applicant's arguments filed 3/1 3/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Because Hiroshi does disclose a detector (1 15,4202) for detecting a gain 
control level corresponding to the difference obtained by comparing (the output from 
124,125, 119) with a predetermined level (116, Ref.) and controlling gains of the 
baseband signals. See figs. 1 , 27 (a) and 27 (b).
